Dear Shelly, 

Please find attached the paperwork you recently sent me. You will notice that I have not 
signed as requested, please let me explain why. 

1. There is the question of the unpaid invoice I submitted (dated March 2 nd 2004). 

2. Several other patents have been issued in my name since I left KWC and I am yet 
to receive any financial benefit from KWC for these patents. 

3. To adequately check this enclosed patent consumes significant time and effort - 
something I'm not prepared to do if KWC continues its policy of not 
compensating me. 

4. Finally, I am the sole inventor of the above named patent. 

As you maybe aware, I have approximately 16 sole and 8 joint KWC patents filed or 
approved, a number of which are likely to be of great value to KWC. 

Therefore, it is in both our best interests if we can come to a financial agreement covering 
the effort required to complete the patent process. 

Clearly my services are likely to be significantly less expensive than that of a patent 
attorney, further I have detailed knowledge of the subject matter. 

Thus I suggest a very modest flat rate of $1000 per patent. This payment would cover all 
work involved with office actions and routine paperwork etc. No further payments would 
be necessary for any patents issued as a result of my assistance. 

This means your total liability would be in the region of $24,000 maximum.
